The arrests, just five hours 


apart after a week-long search 
for the pair, came as Richard 
SctaenfcM pleaded hmcent to

are held on bail of II million 


each. 


Although Woods and the

Is Nation Ready 


To Kill 592? 


ATLANTA — The Supreme 
Court’s decision to ratify capi­ 
tal punishment in Georgia and 
some other states raises an 
interesting question for modern 
journalism: how to cover the 
first guy to fry? Given today’s 
media resources, not to men­ 
tion its gall, one suspects 
Walter Cronkite will bring the 
special into the living room 
while the New York Times 
prints the.full text of the con- 
demned’s last words. 
For reasons rooted in historic 
suspicion, the law demands 
there must be witnesses to 
state executions. Then why not 
everybody? 
The 
television 
might be sponsored by Con­ 
solidated Edison, the details in 
the prints should appropriately 
jump to the obituary pages, 
and millions of viewers and 
readers throughout the world 
could be certain justice is done 
under properly terrifying cir­ 
cumstances. 


I say terrifying because I 
have some experience in the 
business of witnessing pious 
slaughter. Once in Saigon I saw 
a Chinese businessman shot by 
a Vietnamese firing squad — in 
the market place while the 
fresh 
fruit 
was 
arriving. 
Another time in Cambodia I 
was present when a free world 
ally hit an enemy soldier, 
much too hard, with a rifle butt 
in the temple. And also I’ve 
seen corporal punishment ap­ 
parently bring an end to the 
life of a thief in Saudi Arabia. 
Terrifying is a mild adjective 
for sanctioned killing. 


Of the 
three, 
the 
Arab 
punishment 
was 
the 
most 
interesting. As I remember, 
the victim had been convicted 
of 
some 
sort 
of 
serious 
burglary, and several other 
crimes. 
Saudi Arabia still 
follows the ancient notion of a 
tooth for a tooth and, at least 
up to the time of my visit some 
vears back, the nation punishes 
its thugs accordingly. 
The 
fellow in question was con­ 
demned to have his larcenous 
hand chopped off. He was a 
young man. All over the world 
the 
criminals 
are 
young, 
perhaps because they see what 
it is like to grow old without 
the things thievery promises. 
He had a shaved head but a 


large moustache, the latter 
hiding his expression and giv­ 
ing 
him 
an 
appropriately 
sinister pout. He wore Western 
trousers, a Middle East robe, 
no shoes. Throughout the mat­ 
ter he said nothing, which to 
many was something of a 
disappointment. 
Well, I’m guessing about the 
disappointment. I am biased as 
to the attitudes of those who 
were there. It was in an open 
air courtyard and the public 
was invited. Perhaps 200 were 
present. They were quiet and I 
suppose as expectantly frigh­ 
tened as I, yet they were there 
by choice and not by accident 
and it is not unfair to judge 
that they were tempted by the 
anticipation of anguish. 
The prisoner was taken to a 
wall of the yard by several of­ 
ficers dressed in the uniforms 
of authority and caps with 
black bills pushed over the 
eyes. There was some con­ 
fusion at first. One of the of­ 
ficers had the man kneel before 
the wall, but it was decided 
that the wall (or the chopping 
block) was too high. He was 
lifted to a standing position, 
then asked to bend over so that 
his forearm and hand rested 
flatly on the cement. 
One officer stood behind him. 
Another held his free arm. It 
appeared as if his other ap­ 
pendage was tied in place 
somehow. Then it was done 
with a weapon I could not see. 
And without a word from the 
thief — nor the crowd for that 
matter. Quickly the man was 
cut loose, and apparently at­ 
tended to. He had passed out, 
or perhaps it was more than 
that. Tlie rumor afterward was 
that he had died of a heart at­ 
tack; it’s said that happens 
sometimes. 
It may be the man lived. If 
he did he would surely never 
steal with that hand again. He 
would never work with the 
hand again, either, and might, 
by necessity, take to stealing 
with the other for survival — 
but I can’t say. I can testify 
only to the brutality of the 
moment and my feeling this 
kind of madness is useless. 
There are 592 people in 
America sentenced to die; are 
we really prepared to kill 
them? 


Baker May Be 


Ford’s Choice 


WASHINGTON - Thus far, 
President Ford appears to have 
no hidden-ball trick up his 
sleeve in regards to his selection 
of a running mate. 
It is, of course, far from cer­ 
tain that he will win the 
nomination. But, nonetheless, 
the President has optimistically 
been trying to spend as much 
time as possible before the con­ 
vention thinking about and 
investigating vice-presidential 
choices. 
He wants to make it plain that 
he considers the post no less 
important than does Jimmy 
Carter, who spent a month 
probing the private lives and 
political positions of various 
candidates and in the process 
changed his mind several times. 
Ford is as conscious of the 
Spiro Agnew disaster as was 
Carter of the Thomas Eagleton 
error. No responsible presiden­ 
tial nominee can afford any 
longer to pick his running mate 
in haste. 
White House sources insist 
that there are no surprises 
among the candidates whom 
Ford is considering. The main 
candidates are former Secre­ 
tary of Treasury John Connally 
and Tennessee Sen. Howard 
Baker. Secretary of Commerce 
Elliot Ric hardson and Secretary 
of Defense Donald Rumsfeld are 
less likely possibilities. 
The President still has three 
weeks to decide and may yet 
settle on an unexpected figure, 
if he wins the nomination. But 
the principal tug of war for the 
President’s mind is currently 
being waged on behalf of 
Reagan, 
Connally, 
Baker, 
Richardson and Rumsfeld. 
The President is said to feel 
that no vice-presidential can­ 
didate is likely to help him 
much with votes. There is, for 
instance, no prominent and 


popular Republican official who 
could deliver a crucial large 
state that otherwise might be 
lost 
— 
although 
Connally 
remains an influential figure in 
Texas and might be an impor­ 
tant asset there. 
Ford’s main priority seems to 
be to find a candidate who will 
not hurt him. That means a 
politician with no large group of 
dedicated enemies, which would 
tend to eliminate Richardson, 
who is viewed as too liberal and 
too elegantly Eastern by the 
more conservative elements of 
the party. That means a poli­ 
tician who does not remind the 
country of Watergate, which 
would tend also to diminish the 
chances of Richardson, the hero 
of the Saturday Night Massacre. 
But it also may hurt Connally, 
who was Richard Nixon’s pro­ 
tege and whose indictment and 
acquittal on Federal bribery 
charges 
have 
cast 
doubt, 
however unfairly, on his in­ 
tegrity. 
By process of elimination, 
many of Ford’s advisers now 
seem to be leaning to Baker. As 
the son-in-law of the Jate Senate 
Minority Leader, Everett Dirk- 
sen, he would be a popular con­ 
vention 
choice. 
He 
won 
widespread respect for his role 
during the Senate Watergate 
hearings and demonstrated skill 
on the national stage. Coming 
from a border state, he won’t 
hurt in the South and he won’t 
hurt in the North.

North isn’t happy. He has just 
10 high-eard points, but if South 
has a real two-suit hand the 
three diamonds to a queen may 
be just what the doctor ordered. 
So. he raises to four diamonds. 


Now South bids four hearts to 
convey the message that his 
heart suit is self sufficient. He 
had too much for a mere jump 
rebid to four hearts. North gets 


the message and passes. 


Four hearts is a good con­ 
tract. South wins the diamond 
with his ace and promptly plays 
ace and a second trump. West 
takes his king trump. West 
takes his king and leads a 
second diamond. East has to 
follow and South takes it with 
the king. 


Now South draws trum pV ith 
two leads discarding spades 
from dummy, leads a club to 
dummy’s ace and then cashes 
the king of clubs and throws off 
the spade queen from his hand. 
He continues with the jack and 
it doesn’t matter what East does 
now. 


If East covers with the queen. 
South trum ps and returns to 
dummy with the queen of 
diamonds to cash his two good 
clubs and sluff the spade king 
and small diamond from his 
hand. If East doesn’t cover the 
jack. South sluffs the spade king 
and continues clubs. East must 
play his queen South trumps, 
goes to the dummy with the 
diamond and cashes the good 
club making six. If West takes 
his ace of spades when he is in 
with his trum p king, he will 
hold the contract to live.

Ford Takes Off To Woo 
Mississippi Delegates

Ford gained seven delegates 


Thursday — four from Penn­ 
sylvania 
and 
three 
from 
Louisiana — to bring his total in 
The Associated Press conven­ 
tion preference tally to 1,104. 
The

Reagan 
remained with 1,023 delegates, 
and 132 delegates still are un­ 
committed. 
If Ford wins Mississippi’s 30- 
vote delegation, he would have 
four more votes than the 1,130 
needed for the nomination when 
the roll is called at the national 
convention in Kansas City on 
Aug. 18. 
In Mississippi, Ford hopes to 
exploit a major defection from 


the Reagan camp, state GOP 
chairman Clarke Reed, who 
declared that Reagan’s vice 
presidential choice caused him 
to endorse the President. 
Sen. Richard Schweiker, a 
Pennsylvania 
liberal, 
was 
picked by Reagan with the hope 
of

support 
among 
delegates 
from

Northeast states. The move cost 
Reagan the support of Reed and 
has failed to trigger a stampede 
for Reagan in Schweiker’s home 
state.

Milliken, who supports 
President Ford for the Republican nomination at the GOP 
convention next month, said he believes Reagan “ blew it” in 
choosing Schweiker, a liberal senator from Pennsylvania, as 
his running mate if nominated.

Although no specific plan was resolved, some ideas which of- 


finals fed may work came out of the meeting, including es-

Berrien District Judge Ronald J. Taylor said the meeting was 


called after Michael Govatos, a city resident, approached 
Director of Juvenile Court Sen-ices Charles J. Kehoe and Taylor 
to ask what the courts could do about the juvenile crime 
problem. 


Others attending the meeting were Berrien Prosecutor John 


Smietanka, Robert Umbenhaur, director of juvenile court's 
protective services division. Rev. Arnold Bolin, city commis- 
sioner, Robert Roth, director of the county's probation services 
division, and Michael Ware, a member of the county's Youth 
Services Bureau advisory committee and a recent appointee by 
the governor to the state Advisory Committee on Juvenile 
Justice. 


Of the present court system dealing with juvenile crime, 


Taylor noted: "1 don't feel we're doing a very good job of de- 
terring crime." He explained the meeting was an attempt to 
find better ways to deal with types of juvenile offenses like 
malicious destruction of property, petty thefts, and minor as- 
saults. "The courts are not very effective on the situation as it is 
now," 
Taylor said, adding "I favor some type of non-judicial 


route. I think it's got some real merit." 


One of the approaches favored by the officials was to have the 


youths make restitution to the victims of their crimes, such as in 
theft cases, to give the offenders "an accountability for their 
acts," according to Taylor. He said that approach would have 


youths working at the business or home from which something 
was stolen, and would be on a voluntary basis. The judge noted 
the system might work like deferred prosecution, where the 
prosecutor's office withholds charging the suspect with a crime 
if suitable amends are made. 


Taylor said the same officials hope to meet with the Benton 


Harbor city commission in early September and explain some of 
the possible methods to cope with juvenile crime, and he favors 
a similar meeting with Beaton township officials.

By chance a Berrien sheriff’s sergeant stopped in front of a 
Benton Harbor residence last night and it was one of the luckiest 
things to happen to a two-year-old boy — it may have saved his life. 
Sgt. James Bale reported he 
used external heart massage to 
revive the baby who had fallen 
and struck his head while taking 
a bath. The boy was released 
after treatment at Benton Har­ 


bor Mercy hospital. 
Bale, 34, said he was on rou­ 
tine patrol about 9:30 p.m. when 
he hap|>ened to stop in front of 
the Verna Ellis residence, at 814 
Thresher avenue. The officer 
said he heard shouting from the 
house and an unidentified man 
ran to the patrol car saying a 
baby was drowning. 
After radioing for an am­ 
bulance, Bale said he ran into 
the house and found Mrs. Ellis’ 
son, Johnny, with a weak pulse 
and gagging on his tongue. Bale 
said he cleared the baby’s air 
passage and then noted there 
was no heartbeat. 
The sergeant said he ad­ 
ministered cardio-pulmonary- 
resusitation (CPR) for about 30 
seconds before the heartbeat 
started again. CPR is a method 
of plimping the outside of the 
chest with the hand to restore a

One in­ 
ning later, Mickey Rivers of the 
Yanks is plunked by Jim 
Palmer, who all but admits he 
did it to get even — and gets a 
reprimand and fine for doing it. 


Del Unser, then of the New 
York Mets, hits a home run off 
St. Louis’ Lynn McGlothen. 
McGlothen hits Unser the next 
time up, and admits he did it 
intentionally. Then the Mets’

throws 
at 
McGlothen — and McGlothen 
later hits Matlack. 


The “ purpose pitch?” Fine. 
Brush a guy back when he’s 
digging in. That’s a pitcher's 
job. But his primary job is to try 
to get the batter out. The bat­ 
ter's job is to get a hit. 


Getting a run or a victory is 
part of the game. Getting even 
isn’t, even if a lot of managers 
seem to think it is. 


You do your job. If you don’t 
do it right, well, that’s your 
fauit, pal 


When a manager tells his 
pitcher “we don’t have to take 
that from anybody” and orders 
a bit of revenge, child’s play 
(which is what baseball really 
is) vanishes and childishness — 
or worse — takes over. 


Can t do your job? Then do a 


job on the guy who can. 


Just imagine:

One of the 
Bears’ linemen, unable to stop 
him with blind-side tackles (call 
it football’s version of the 
brush-back pitch), fractures 
Tarkenton’s right arm and left 
leg with a tackle as he steps to 
the line to call the signals.

and a variety of cuts and bruises 
when one of the Philadelphia 
players checks him into the 
boards just before the ensuing 
faceoff. (Well, with the Flyers, 
maybe that’s not so improba­ 
ble.) 


In the Olympics, the gold 
medalist in archery winds up

Stand, compliments of the 
losers; the javelin champion al­ 
so becomes the Games’ first 
unsuccessful javelin catcher on 
a throw by the silver medalist; 
the loser in welterweight boxing 
scores a TKO over the winner in 
an alley at 3 a.m., a loser in a 
repechage heat suddenly finds 
himself in the rowing finals 
when a large hole appears in the 
bottom of the winner's boat...

Van Den Brink, who is stationed at Michigan State university, 


said last year's Concord crop matured on Sept. 25, the average 
date. 


This estimate was made by studying weather records and con- 


sulting with the National Grape Cooperative, said Van Den Brink. 
The prediction is made so that processors and growers can 
prepare for the harvest. In the past 15 years the date of harvest has 
fluxuated over a three-week period of time, he added.

At 89, Bill Daly 
Still Searches 
For New Ideas

The question being asked at a 
round of hearings nationwide, 
one of which was held last week 
in Lansing, is: “ Should the Oc­ 
cupational Safety and Health 
Administration's (OSHA) hous­ 
ing regulations be broadened?” 
Many farmers are answering 
“ No” to the question on legal 
and economic grounds, accord­ 
ing to M.J. Buschlen, operations 
manager for the Michigan 
Agricultural Services associa­ 
tion, an arm of Michigan Farm 
Bureau. 
One area which OSHA wants 
to step into is housing for full­ 
time farm employes, Buschlen 
explained. 
Unlike 
migrant 
housing, which is already sub­ 
ject to Michigan state and 
federal rules, housing for full­ 
time farm workers is presently 
governed by “ local zoning codes 
and common sense,” Buschlen 
stated. 
Buschlen said during an in­ 
terview this week that he also 
“ assumes" 
that 
OSHA 
is 
“ backing up and starting again 
to pass a standard something 
like the one proposed last year.” 


That standard was withdrawn 
this spring because “ farmers 
managed to beat it down.” 
In that standard, according to 
Buschlen, was a provision that 
would 
have 
reduced 
the 
capacity of Michigan migrant 
camps by 100 per cent. Every 
person in a migrant cabin would 
have to be alloted 100 square 
feet, he said. Under Michigan 
law. adults in migrant cabins 
are alloted 60 square feet; 
children are alloted 30 square 
feet. 
Buschlen 
disagreed 
that 
OSHA should broaden its hous­ 
ing regulations in testimony at 
an OSHA fact-finding hearing 
last 
Thursday. 
He 
stated: 
“ Tighter regulations, namely 
additional floor space for each 
temporary worker, would make 
providing 
such 
shelter 
economically impractical for 
the farmer.” 
He continued: “ Since farm 
employes do not work in their 
homes, we feel that OSHA is 
going beyond the purpose the 
agency was established for. The 
rules in question would allow 
the government to intrude into 
workers’ private lives. This in­ 


trusion would be diserimina- 
trory also because employes 
who worked at the same farm 
but did not live on its land would 
avoid such close inspection of 
their living habits.” 
During 
the 
interview 
Buschlen recalled that one of 
the first rules set by OSHA, 
before the practice of holding 
public hearings on the proposed 
rules was a standard procedure, 
delt with housing for migrants, 
logging camp workers and other 
groups. 
That rule sets standards for 
space, light and sanitation. It is 
only a slightly-changed version 
of a logging camp regulation 
from the 1870’s, he said. 
An example of the 1972 rules, 
still in effect, is that window 
space must equal 20 per cent of 
the floor space in a cabin to 
provide 
adequate 
light, 
Buschlen said. 
At last week’s hearing in 
Lansing, Buschlen said that a 
speaker favored the expansion 
of OSHA’s powers. The speaker 
said that migrants now are pro­ 
tected by rules, and full-time 
workers should enjoy the same 
protections.

In the past month Bill Daly, 
an active though technically re­ 
tired Riverside grower, has 
roamed through horticultural 
research farms m Harrow and 
Vineland, Ontario, and Geneva, 
NY. 
“ That's all I do. Wander 
around looking for something 
that nobody else has kicked up a 
fuss about,” the 89-year-old 
Daly says. “ That’s why I'm liv­ 
ing so long, this gives me 
something to think about.” 
Daly wanders the research 
centers with the needs of 
Southwestern Michigan’s fruit 
growers in mind. 
At the Vineland research sta­ 
tion, located on the southern 
shore of Lake Ontario, Daly saw 
a 
nectarine 
from 
New 
Hampshire being grown. He 
described the variety and said 
“ Now that variety would sell 
here ” 
He also plans to get bud wood 
and propagate a New Jersey 
apple variety he saw last week 
at Harrow, a Canadian station 
south of Windsor. 


The apple variety that Daly 
likes is Vista Bella, developed 
by researchers at 
Rutgers 
University. Now in season, the 
early 
apple 
looks 
like 
a 
Jonathan or Red Rome when 
those apples are ready to pick, 
he said. 
In taste and appearance, Daly 
thinks Vista Bella could easily 
outsell Michigan's early apples 
— Lodi and Transparent — and 
storage varieties. The semi- 
dwarf variety is grown on a 
MM-106 rootstock, Daly added, 
which is his personal favorite. 
The apples themselves are 
about the size of Ida Red, “ a fair 
sized but not a big apple.” 
Daly explained that much of 
his looking around is used to 
benefit a nursery business he 
and two other partners run. 
Daly says he has always been 
on the lookout for new varieties 
that can be harvested during 
“ slow times.” He says that 
“ smart farming is to outwit the 
other farmer, be at the market 
when no one else is.”

He died on 
the tarmac at Entebbe, the only 
Israeli soldier reported killed in 
the raid. 
The other is Brig Gen Don 
Shomron, Israel's 39-year-old 
chief of paratroops and infantry.
